National Loss Is _ 


Suffered By Ireland 
In Death Of Collins 


London.—The death of Michael Col- 
lins, who has fallen in actual combat 
with the rebels as one of the first vic- 
tims of the substitute plan of guerilla 
warfare for organized resistance to 
Provisional Government, has impress- | 
ed the British public far more than! 
did even the death of Arthur Griffith, | 
while the circumstances of his death, 
fighting against desperate odds in a! 
carefully arranged ambush during the | 
course of an inspection of his troops’ 
position around Cork, adds to the halo 
surrounding his lamented death, 

His daring and his personal attrac 
tiveness, combined with his adventur- 
ous career and his reputation as a 
courageous fighter, as well as a pru- 
dent administrator, helped to give him 
prominence and importance in the 
public eye, which was not shared to 
nnything like the same extent by Grif- 
fiih, who really was little known to the 
British people, and whose retiring na- 
ture did not lend itself to public 
demonstrations, 

The British press is filled with trib- 
utes, personal sketches, and of the 
hairbreadth escapes of the command- 
éi-in-chief, together with tributes to 
his loyalty in carrying out the condi- 
tions of the treaty he signed with 
Great Britain, Prominent men at 
home and abroad, from the Prime 
Minister down, hastened to pay trib- 
ules of condolence and respect, 

When Arthur Griffith died, it was 
the subject of general comment that 
fis life’s work was virtually accom- 
¢ ished and his ideals achieved. With 


Michael Collins, his work was still to 
do, and perhaps the question most ex- 


ercising the British public is what will 
follow upon the tragic disappearance 
of the two most important Irish Free 
State leaders, It is pointed out that 
of the five’ principals signing the 
Anglo-Irish treaty, only one now re- 
mains in the Free State Government, 
Eamonn J. Duggan. Of the other 
signatories, Griffith and Collins are 
dead, George G. O'Duffy resigned be- 
cause he disapproved the draft of the 
constitution, while Richard Barton 
long since dropped out of the Govern- 
ment, 

Mr. Lloyd George issued the follow- 
ing statement for publication: “I am 
inexpressably sad at the news of the 
death of this gallant young Irishman. 
He fell a victim to a treacherous 
blow, delivered when he was engaged 
in endeavoring to restore order and 
liberty to hig country; which stands 
sadly in néed of it. His engaging 
personality won friendship even 
amongst those who met him as foes, 
and to all who met him the news of 
his death comes as a personal sorrow, 

“LI sincerely hope his death will be 
the last episode in this dark chapter 
of Irish history and that a new and 
brighter story will henceforth be 
written in the life of that unfortunate 
land,” :

Only Industry is Farming and There 
is No Trading 


Sikkim is a little principality In that 
Jand of mystery and surprises sur- 
rounding the Himalayas Mountains. 
The easiest routes to the land of 
Thibet are through Sikkim, and this 
fact alone has brought to the atten- 
tion of the outside world curious facts 
of the Sikkim people. 

Although Sikkim is under the rule 
of India, it boasts of its own rajah, 
and has Its own government, even if 
it is only seventy miles long and fifty 
miles wide. 

This mountainous stretch of coun- 
try Is cultivated as far as possible— 
the people have no industry, except 
agriculture. Sach family lives in the 
centre of its own farm and is depend- 
ent on no man. There is no trading. 
For this reason there are practically 
no towns. The “four-corners” vil- 
lages are not to be found in Sikkim. 

Farming ts the only business of the 
people of Sikkim and even this takes 
very secondary place to their religion, 
They worship Buddha in a form call- 
ed Lamaism, which is a remnant of 
the Buddhism of Northern India. This 
form of religion requires a great num- 
ber of priests, called lamas. 

As in Thibet, one out of every seven 
of the inhabitants of Sikkim {s a lama. 
These lamas usually live in monaster- 
jes, and often conduct ceremonies 
which are very elaborate and often 
gruesome and weird. 

Even the costumes are extraordin- 
ary. Inone of the religious cere- 
monies hideous masks are worn, and 
a wild dance is executed by the 
priests. 

Ordinarily, the priests’ hair is ar- 
ranged in a tier of knots, because 

| they allow it to grow to great fength. 
These knots, which resemble three 
balls of yarn on top of each other, are 
bound together by strings of brightly- 
colored beads. Large ornaments are 
fastened to these knots until they 
look like the horns of a cow with long 
tassels dangling over each shoulder.

A New Mowing Machine 


Self-Sharpening Knives Remove Grass 
Close to Ground 

The standard type of machine for 
mowing grass consists of a revolving 
cutter Operating on a stationary hori 
zontal blade.

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Conquering The 
Grasshopper 


Should Profit by Lessons Learned in 
the Past 


Another successful war on grass- 
hoppers in Saskatchewan is drawing 
toa close. The fact that war on this 
pest is still necessary is regrettable; 
but there is consolation for the farm- 
ers in the fact that it has now been 
demonstrated that they can beat the 
grasshopper at his own game of de- 
struction if they go about it in the 
right way and with adequate energy. 
Grasshoppers have been bothering the 
province for the last four years, but 
their days now seem to be numbered. 
Southeastern Saskatchewan, where 
the pest made its first appearance, 
was comparatively little troubled with 
grasshoppers this year. The migra- 
tion has been northerly and westerly 
and the theatre of war this summer 
was principally in the central part of 
the province, with isolated campaigns 
carried out in the southwest and be- 
tween Saskatoon and the Alberta 
boundary. 

One or two of the lessons learned 
from the success of the farmers in 
combatting the grasshopper under the 
guidance of officials from the provin- 
cial department of agriculture will 
bear restatement. The grasshopper 
can be kept in check and prevented 
from causing widespread crop dam- 
age by the proper use of the poisoned 
bait that has been distributed by the 
Provincial Government during the last 
three seasons and which the Govern- 
ment will doubtless continue to stock 
and distribute as long as there is a 
grasshopper menace. There is no 
reason, therefore, why any farmer 
should throw up his hands in despair 
at the appearance of grasshoppers op 
his land and say nothing can be done 
to save his crop. While there have 
been instances of serious loss by far- 
mers this summer there has been no- 
thing approaching widespread devas- 
tation. 

Another lesson that has been learn- 
ed is that farmers should not wait un-, 
til the grasshoppers begin to hatch 
out in the spring before moving 
against them. Weedy land and stub- 
ble have been found to be the favor- 
ite egg-laying places for grasshoppers. 
The eggs can be desiroyed by deep 
plowing. Officials of the department 
of agriculture advise farmers to keep 
a lookout during the next few weeks 
for grasshoppers flying about deposit- 
ing eggs for next season's host of crop 
enemies. Where the grasshoppers 


are found to be doing this to any eX 
tent on stubble, a disposition of their 


welllaid plans by plowing the eggs 
so deep that they can’t hatch to any 
purpose is the best way of protecting 
next year’s crop. The experience of 
this summer has been that summer- 
fallow and plowed land escape with 
comparative immunity, whereas 
weedy, stubbled-in crops are heavily 
attacked. A word to the wise farmer 
should be suflicient.—Regina Leader. 


Tank Cars to Cary Milk 


New Method for Transporting Milk 
Tried Out in Pittsburgh 


Tank cars for oil are a common 
sight, but tank cars for milk are 
something distinctly new. The first 


installation of this kind was made re 
cently for a large dairy in Pittsburgh 
Two 2,500 gallon steel tanks are 
mounted on each car. These tanks 
are of heavy welded plate steel, wilh 
a glass lining, and are insulated with 
cork. Fused into the metal at 
treme heat, the glass forms a smooth 
surface, which is easily cleaned and 
will stand severe usage. Inside each 
tank is a motor-driven agitator. Run 
for five minutes before emptying the 
tank, it gives uniformity to the con- 
tents. Milk chilled to a temperature 
of 38 to 40 degrees is maintained at 
that temperature in the tanks with- 
out further refrigeration. Similar 
tanks are mounted on wagons and 
motor trucks for hauling the milk 
from the railroad to the dairy or col- 
lecting it along country roads.

Germany Buying Canadian Ore 

Three-quarters of a million tons of 
ore are to be delivered to Rotterdam 
from Wabana, Newfoundland, for 
transshipment via canals into Ger- 
many. Twelve steamers of 11,000 
tons of ore a month are to sail to Rot- 
terdam between now and December. 
Overseas shipments of iron ore from 
Wabana have been practicaly nil since 
1914. The new contracts with Ger- 
man agencies will bring about a re- 
vival of pre-war prosperity in _ the 
Wabana district. 


Alberta Big Game 
During the past year big game hunt- 
ers shot 1,016 moose, 68 caribou, 108 
mountain sheep, 47 mountain goat and 
1,120 deer in the province of Alberta, 
according to the report of the chief 
game warden, ‘There were 65,209 
licensed hunters.

Investigators In Ontario 


The report on the radioactive min- 
eral occurrences of Ontario, .just is- 
sued by the Dominion Department of 
Mines, is an encouraging document. 
Mr. H. V. Elisworth examined all the 
places where such minerals occur, or 
were likely to be found. “As a result 
of this investigation radioactive min- 
erals have been found in small 
amount in the majority of the work- 
ings visited, extending from Parry 
Sound eastward nearly to King: 
ston. It thus appears that uranium 
and thorium minerals are of quite 
common occurrence and widely dis- 
turbed in the precambrian ‘rocks of 
this paft of Ontario, although usually 
present in very small quantities.” 


The investigator adds to his report 
much interesting general information 
ou radium. As to the favorable in- 
fluence of radium In cancer treatment 
there appears to be no longer any 
doubt, he says. Its therapeutic use 
is being continually extended, and In- 
cludes many other diseases. It is 
being given many other employments, 
and owing to the scarcity of ores and 
the relatively high cost of mining and 
extraction it does not appear likely 
that the price of radium will decline, 
but rather otherwise. The current 
price may be roughly stated as from 
$3,000,000 to $3,500,000 an ounce. The 
total world’s production was estimat- 
ed up to last year as 155 grams, or 
about five ounces. Of this the Unit- 
ed States produced 115 grams. 


All the finds of radioactive miner- 
als in Ontario, with the exception of a 
lost locality on Lake Superior, have 
been in the areas of Pre-Cambrian 
rocks south of the French and Ottawa 
Rivers, and west of a line betwen Ot- 
tawa and Kingston. 


Mr. Elisworth notes that the most 
important radio-active minerals in 
Ontario are uraninite and euxenite- 
polycrase. They contain uranium or 
thorium or both, and are mostly 
black or brown and rather heavy. 
Uraninite may contain 70 to 80 per 
cent. uranium oxide besides thorium, 
lead and rare earths. Euxenite may 
contain up to 10 or 15 per cent. of 
uranium oxide with large amounts of 
titanium, tantalum, columbian and 
rare earths, A little thorium is usual- 
ly present. It is observed that it is 


not correct to call uraninite, as is 


usually dong, pitchbiende. They are 
quite distinet in several senses. Radio- 


active minerals are rarely, if ever, 
seen on weathered gurfaces, and can 
only be found by opening up the rock. 
They do not attract a compass needle. 


The first discovery of uranfaite 
near Parry Sound, was made in 
February, 1921. This occurrence of 
radium-bearing minerals, as well as 
all others in Ontario, is of an entire- 
ly different type, both geologically 
and mineralogically, from the carno- 
tite deposits being worked in Colorado 
for the radium supply of the United 
States. The Ontario radio-active 
minerals are richer in radium than 
the Colorado carnotite. It is gather- 
ed from the report that there are good 
possibilities of deposits of workable 
extent being developed, but the rad- 
ium will be recovered most success- 
fully as a by-product.

Sale of Second Grade Tubers in 
Alberta 
Howard Stutchbury, coal trade com- 
missioner of the province, has been 
authorized by the Alberta  Gov- 
ernment to make a thorough investi- 
gation of potato by-products, in order 
that assistance may be given the far 
mers in disposing of the second grade 
and cull potatoes. The potato grow- 
ers feel that the real success of their 
industry depends on an outlet for the 
lower grades.

Balfour’s Reminiscences 


Has Seen Great Dramas 
Continued and Ended 


Lord Balfour in a reminiscent mood 
is delightful, for few men have richer 
stores of experience of public life to 
draw upon. 

Speaking at the banquet given in 
his honor by the City of London Con- 
servative and Unionist Association, he 
exclaimed half regretfully that he had 
a long vista to look back upon, and 
that he could not help reflecting what 
dramas had begun, continued and end- 
ed within his own recollection and his 
own direct experience. He instanced 
two. 

In domestic politics he had seen the 


rise, the culmination, and the deciine 
of “that most marvellous Parllamen- 


tary pheuomenon, the Irish Party un- 
der Mr. Parnell.” He said he did 
not believe that in the whole history 
of our Parllament there had ever 
been such a party for the sternness 
of its discipline and the extraordinary 
wealth of admirable speakers it con- 
tained. 

The other drama to which Lord 
Balfour referred as having been play- 
ed out in his lifetime was the triumph 
and overthrow of Germany. He ac- 
companied Lord Salisbury, his uncle, 
when they went to Paris in the first 
train that entered the French capital 
after the Commune was defeated in 
1871, only a few weeks after the King 
of Prussia had been declared Em- 
peror of Germany in the Palace of 
Versailles. He was a young man 
then, but he was within three years 
of becoming a Member of Parliament. 
He went then in a humble capacity 
when Germany had the unquestioned 
leadership of Europe, and he lived to 
sign, on behalf of his country as For- 
eign Minister, in that great gallery 
where the Emperor William first be- 
came Emperor, the Treaty of Ver- 
Sailles that ended the Empire to 
whose beginnings he had referred.—

"Torpedo Plane 


A Real 


May Prove 


Danger To 


The Modern Battleship 


There is something fascinating in| 
the idea that a great battleship can 
be destroyed by so small a machine 
as an aeroplane. And in England a 
burning controversy rages as to what 
will happen with a slim, 100-mile-an- 
hour torpedo-carrying aeroplane 
rushes in low over the water to launch 
its deadly missile, which, if it should 
actually reach its target, would seri- 
ously cripple the largest battleship. 
A writer in the London Graphic im. | 
agines this air attack: 


The fleet or torpedo-planes has 
been waiting in its aerodrome or the 
surface of its harbor, according as 
the planes are shod with wheels or 
floats, waiting until the aerial scouts 
have located the enemy battle-fleet 
and reported its pace and direction. 
Then away go the planes, mounting 
slowly and steadily to a height 
which renders them free from hostile 
anttaircraft fire, manoeuvring for a 
position of attack. They fly in divi- 
sions, keeping accurate station, just 
like ships at sea. The final wireless 
reports come in from the scouts, who 
have been dogging the heels of the 
battle-fleet, all is ready, and the game 
can begin. If the attack can come 
down wind, so much more rapid will 
it be, and if it can be delivered from 
out of the eye of the sun, so much 
worse will be the aim of the enemy’s 
gunners. The scouts, at a given sig- 
nal, put down a smoke screen, drop- 
ping fireballs upon the water and to 
windward of the target, screening tle 
planes from the battleships, but not 
obscuring the view from above. The 
torpedo-planes gain the desired po- 
sition under cover’ of the scréen, 
and then down they sweop, line after 
line, each in turn flattening out over 
the water at a height of thirty feet, to 
discharge their torpedoes, and at some 
four or five hundred yards from the 
battleships. The pace is so terrific 
that there is almost a sense of relief 
that the plane has not dived head-first 
into the sea. The torpedoes drop 
with a splash, full length into the sea. 
They do not dive gracefully, and it 
hardly seems a second before the 
mechanism is set in action and the 
torpedo darts forward, leaving behind 
it the tell-tale track, leaving behind 
haps the planes are still half-obscured 
in the smoke, while the outline cf the 
battleship is easy to discern from the 
plane. 

Once the torpedo is discharged, the 
planes seem Iiterally to dance and 
leap with joy at having discharged the 
dead weight they have been carrying, 
and, twisting and turning, they disap- 
pear, each one for itself and as best 
it can, with a final belt of machine- 
gun fire at the battleship’s bridge, or 
a bomb or two at the gunners below. 
Perhaps the attack has commenced 
with a feint by a few planes upon one 
flank, and, when all eyes are straining 
that way, in comes the real attack 
upon the other flank. The big ships 
turn towards the coming torpedoes, 
trying to evade them by washing them 
aside, and presenting less of a target 
as they incline their flanks to the 
direction of the torpedo. But they 
answer their helms slowly, and the 
torpedo has not far to go. The nolse 
of the guns and machine-guns, the 
roar of the propellers, the smoke and 
the suddenness of the attack will tend 
to upset the gunner’s nerves. He will 
miss, He will bombard his own ships. 
How many partridges go safely past 
even the best of shots In a drive? The 
battleship is useless, say the advo 
cates of the aeroplane. 

But there is another side to the 
question, The battle-fleet, which the 
torpedo-planes are to attack, must 
first expose itself within their radius 
of action, by no means unlimited. Big 
battle-fleets avoid marrow waters 
And then the battleship is accompan 
fed by aircraft carriers, from the deck 
of which

Wireless Station Will 
Link Up Empire 


Direct Communication to be Estab 
lished by Imperial Government 
Important modifications have been 
made in the scheme for linking the 
Mother Country and the Empire over 
seas in one continuous chain of wire 
less communication. For some time 
to come the chain will lack several 
of its smaller links, these being the 
Suez Canal, Singapore, 

and East Africa. 

Instead of proceeding by geoxgrap 
hical steps of about 2,000 miles each 
to Australia, South Africa and India, 
the Imperial Government proposes to 
establish direct communication For 
this purpose a great new wireless sta 
tion will be built in England, capable 
of developing 240 kilowatts of high 
frequency power, or twice the quan 
tity contemplated when scheme 
was in its infancy. This new sta 
tion will be one of the largest in the 
world. 

With the five station in operation 
England, Egypt, India, South Africa 
and Australia—it is stated that a serv 
{ce will be maintained capable of 
handling more than 10,000,000 words 
per year. When the relay stations 
have been established, it is expected 
that between 20,000,000 and 30,000,000 
words per annum can be dealt with 
The new station will be near Bourn, 
on the southwestern boundary of Lin 
colnshire. 

The original scheme for the Imper 
fal Wireless Chain provided for a 
capital expenditure of £1,243,000, 
with annual charges amounting to 
£425,000. The new station, being so 
much more powerful, will be consid- 
erably more expensive than the sta-
